THE BRAZEN SREPENT.—NUMB,.
XXI, 1-9,

CONTENT.=The evil report of Lthe ten
mies was vecolved  with lowd  lamenti-
tlons,  The people murmurved against
loses for Lringing them out, and pro-
posed to elect nnother captuin and re-
wurn to Fgypt. They were rendy to stone
Joshuu and Caleh, who insisted that with
fuith in God they might adyvance (Numb,
aivit-10).  God's anger was Kindled, but
Tle spired the people in answer to Moses'
prayer, yet doomed them to die in the
wilderness (Numb, xxvimdy I'he Inst in-
telligenee led to penitence, and an ot-
tempt (o enter Canaan without Divine ap-
proval proved disustrous (Numb, XIividd).
'he events following cannot be mentioned
in chivonologlenl order, 'fhe yebelllon of
Tuorih, the putiing to death of the Sab-
Lath brepker, the ennctment of sundry
lnws, the Instruction of the Levites, the
denth of Miviam, the bullding of Anvon’s
yod, the bringing of water from the rock,
the death of Anron-—these are recorded
only s importunt ineldents In the course
of several yeurs, to furnish occastonal in-
sight Into the life of the people and regls-
tor thelr morsl and soclal condition,

WANDERING.—After tho repulse by
ilhie Amalekites (Numb, xiv:40-46) the 1s-
yuelites wandered In the wilderness, At
first they valnly sought o passigewiy 1o
the promised land, Thelr history is al-
most @ blank for thiriy-elght years, the
events mentloned In the lnst paragraph
belng ull that Is recorded, God was exe-
cuting His judgments upon them for dis-
obedlence., The mystery which hangs
over that long apace of time Is palnful
to contemplate. Amild terrific sufferings
to men, women, childven, and cattle, they
journeyed on from place to place, with no
nuslgniable purpose except to spend out
the alloted years and lenve thelr car-
casses by the way (Numb., xiv:). 'The
fmugination might pleture & whole gen-
eration dropping off year by yeur (Numb,
axvi, sinklng wway inte silence, and
leaving thelr children, who, Impressed
by the sad lesson of fallure, sin, und
denth, were destined under Joshun to
cross to Jordan and enter into rest (Josh,
1il-2).

DISCOURAGEMENT. — Early In the
year Ui B, ¢, the wanderings were
about o come to an end. Having re-
turned o Kadeash the new nation Is to be

home, Permlssion to cross the
country of the Hdomites had been ve-
fused (Numb. xx:21), and they will be led
sround It, In order to do thuat they must
go southward n hundred miles or more
to the upper end of an arm of the Red
Beéa. Thence, bearing to the northward
ngnin, they might advance to the east
plde of the Edomites and proceed until
they come on the fur side of the Jordan,
To those not In commund this murching
and counter-marching would be extremely
dispiriting. In part it would be along the
wity by which the journey was made from
Binal, an apparent retreat. Besldes, 1t
was “a great and twwrrible wilderness”
(Deut, 1:6), through which they passed,
nearly destitute of vegetation, limperfteely
supplied with witer, The hearts of the
Péoply sunk within them as they tolled on

day nafter day, hungry, thlrsty,

faint, hopeless.

BINNING.<It Is not strange that the
people were discouriged in that terrible
march, ‘They had no light of the after
day to cheer them (Heb, xl:@h), and the
past wias one of dismal memory. But
alns, thelr misfortunes beenme the ovena-
lons for sin!  They crled out ngainst
Mones an thelr fathers had done (15X,
xvii),  They oven spoke agialust God,
while recognizging thomselves under His
guldance, The substance of thelr com-
plaint was thnt they had no bread, nel-
ther water, and that the manni, sSchl
from heaven, thely only food, which they
called “light bread,'’ had become lounth-
some. Thiz was indecd n large bill of
grievances,  All that they might have
done with some propriety.  Man s poer-
mitted to tell his porrows to Gad (James
vil), But they went on beyond permis-
gible Himits, “Wherefore hive yet brought
ug up out of Bgypt to dle In the wildey-
negs?' they Inguired. Ungratefnl words,
If spoken to Moses, thelr beat friend!

(Ex, 111:5). Bhall physienl eomflort mens-
ure divine wisdom? (Acts slviily,  Arva
no saerifices to be accepted in the holy
cause?

PUNISHMENT.=That was o sqd day In
Israel, The old spivit of stubborn selish-
ness and rebelllous unbellef has been re-
vived, It reappears ot n time when pnti-
unce and fortitude and falth arve demand-
e, This second generallon must he
chagtised ns thelr fathers were, (lua,
) Like disobedlent childven, they must
be made submisslve (Heb, xl, 6) If the
Lovd’s will Is to be done by them, II' they
are to become helrs of the promises and
progenitors of a  God-fearing people,
Punishment had been Inflicted upon the
nntion by wvarlous methods—hy Instant
death, by leprosy. by plague, by fire, In
each Instance there had been n close reln-
tlon bétween the offense und the penalty,
In the childhood siate of the people it
wis necessary to make them know some-
thing of retributive justice. (Ecel. viil,
11.)

PENITENCE.~The afMicted poople wera
quick to learn the canse of the calamity
thitt hid befallon them. Before the days
of selenee every unusunl cheumstiance
was nssigned to gome supernatural Intlu-
enee (Acts, xxvil, 4), and the sudden ap-
peaianee of misfortune awakened a sense
of il desort, Porhaps for these peasons,
o heciuse of o direct Impression mode
by the spivit of God, the people camo
prompily forward to conless to Mosgos,
They did not attempt to extennate the

maitter, “We  have sinned,”  they ox-
elivimed, 1t Is a npotable day In the e
of an Individua!l humbly scknowledged,

What & speedy change hiad been wrought

in these people! How soon were thely
rebellious  honrvts converted! The ser-
pent’a bite had power in It Now the

voiee of compluint changes to the volee
of prayer. They do ant Inst what thoey
ought to have done at first, “Pray unio
the Lored they evled. “that He tuke
awiay the serpent<' They had learned
Moses' worth.,  They helieved In God's
moerey and power, The time of their ex-
tremity had come. 'hey must have help
or die. (Matt, viil, 25.)

PRAYER.—="Amil Moses praved for the
people.’ T'his Is the most eloguent sen-
tenee In the lesson. An old man, ap-
proiching the end of hig slx score years
(Deut. xxxlv, 7), douhble the age of the
oldest of Israel, (Numb, xxxil, 11.) Bur-
dened for years with the cares of n great
people,  often  unjustly  condemned by
those to whom he had given his life—the
Teader deplt gently with the errving and
bhecume Intercessor In their behalf, Tie
exhibited the sanmo spirvit which, throngh
all the years, had digtinguished him (1x.,
xil, . a mun of meckness and fuith,
adapled to the exalted position to which
he had been enlled, Ewtering Into the
tahernacle by the appointed mode (19x,
xxx, 200, he poured out his henrt's desires,
Tho words of that yrayer are not recovd-
efl—=they do not belong to nfler generi-
tions, It was 6 spectacle on which after
ages might gaze with delight and even
with wonder. One man, alone with God,
pleanding for dying men--a man who had
aceess into the presence of the Infinite
(Ex, xxx, 11), using hla high prerogative
for those in distress,

PARDON —(od Twis two modes of ne-
complishing His purpose—medinte and im-
medinte. In the mornl and religlous
resdm He usunlly adopts the former, he-
coause of its educational value. 1f un in-
strumoent or Institution s used, something
muy he seen or touched, and the required
co-operation imposes o condition and cul-
tivates falth (John, %I, 45) Wheoreas, a
direct result, produced by a fiat, with no
elfort of man, might be taken as the out-
come of some naturnl process. and God
might be unknown, And so, after Moses
had prayed, he was directed “to make a
flery serpent of brass and put upon a
pole,” This was not a violatlon of the
second commandment (Ex. xx, 4), for the
figure was not set up for worship, It wus
merely an object towanrd which the eyve
of the suffering might be turned. (lsa.
xlv, 2.9 Whosoever looked upon It should
Hve, The serpents were not removed—
probably  they Infested the country
through which Tsrael traveled; Lut the
remedy was provided, Aftor that the
peaple were In constant porll, but were
held to the one scurce of security, Mis-
fortunes had become n blessing.  Josus
used this Incident to illuatento the saving
grace that Is In Him (John 1i:11-4),

CONCLUBION.=The law of splritunl
progreas 18 the same In all ages and
oountrles—among  half  elvilized  tribes

emerging fiom bondoge and the most en-
lightened people thirty centuries aftor,
The body was aguainst the soul. (Rom.
vil, 20 Its imperious demands must he
subordinated to the senses of duty, (1
Cor, Ix, 27.) Present physlcal losses nre
sometimes unavoldable In the struggles
for the good beyond: (Phil, Hl, 8) A
